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IOTA activity oe by Fred N6AWD 


Many IOTA expeditions are 
carried out field day style with 
just a 100 watts and a vertical 
antenna. This provides a 
challenge when there are 
many island chasers looking 
for the same station and pile- 
ups can grow rather large. 
Off the coast of California 
there are five IOTA groups 
which provide opportunity for 
activity, they are NA-066 Cal. 
State south group [ Orange and San Diego county J], NA-144 Cal. 
State south group [ Santa Barbara to LA county ], two groups in Cen- 
tral Ca. and one in the north. One of the central Ca. islands now has 
become the number one on the rare island list for North America, 
namely the Faralons islands off the coast of San Francisco. Permis- 
sion to operate from there has been refused by the authorities because of enviromental concerns. 


Operating from Catalina as NA-066 is popular and usually yields numerous contacts with dx stations. 
NA-144 consists of Anacapa, Santa ;Cruz , San Miguel, and Santa Rosa where activity is infrequent and 
much in demand in Europe as well as Japan. A number of club members have been to both groups 

[ Jim N6KZ for one ]. Either one provides a good spot for participating in the annual IOTA contest which 
takes place every year in July. 


In Baja California Mexico there are 7 groups some of which are very rare. To operate from these groups 
it requires a special license from the Mexican government covering island operations. The usual recipi- 
col XE license is not valid for island activity in Mexico. The rules also state that any Mexican island ac- 
tivity has to have 51 per cent Mexican nationals in the operation and an XF permit has to be obtained 
from the Mexican government in Mexico city. 


Hector XF1K has activated 4 Mexican groups in the last two years and is planning 2 more this winter, 
both groups located in South Baja. Neither one have been on the air in the last 10 years. This opera- 
tion will have 5 operators and both islands will be on the air for 2 days both ssb and cw.
